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Town Council Endorses 
7 - Member PSS Board 


Mrs. Hennie Stibbe, a for- 
mer member of the Preven- 
tive Social Services Board 
submitted her views Monday 
night at the regular meeting 
of council, In her brief Mrs, 
Stibbe assessed the former 
PSS board and advanced 
suggestions to council ree 
garding the formation of a 
new PSS board, its structure 
and lines ofdirection, among 
other points, 

Mrs. Stibbe’s submission 
reads as follows: 

‘With reference to the 
Preventive Social Services 
Board, members to which 
will be appointed by Town 
Council on March 12, I wish 
to make the following ob- 
servations, 

I believe the Board should 
consist of no more than 
seven members, Since Nov- 
ember of last year the PSS 
Board has consistently fail 
ed to complete the business 
before the Board eventhough 
special meetings were held 
frequently, This, I believe, 
can be attributed to the foll- 
owing: a) as of November 2 
the Board once again has a 
full complement of 11 mem- 
bers, and, b) a new chair- 
man was elected November 
16, In my opinion there has 
been too much irrelevant 
discussion at PSS meetings 
and I feel a reduced meme 
bership would help expedite 
matters, 

In recent months too much 
time has been spent on ad- 
ministrative matters, matt- 
ers which I feel could best 
be handled by the Town Ad- 
ministration, The proposed 
PSS Personnel Policy is just 
one example, Both PSS staff 
and Board have spent many 
hours writing and discusse 
ing this policy which, if

adopted, in my opinion could 
create havoc and result in 
a great expense to the tax- 
payer if all Town staff were 
to demand the same bene-~ 
fits as have been suggested 
for PSS staff, 

I feel Board members 
have become too involved in 
administrative matters, and 
preventive social services 
functions such as public edu- 
cation, involvement of the 
community through forums 
and discussion groups as 
well as the public relations 
aspect of PSS, have been 
neglected. This is why I 
supported the motion made 
at the PSS Board meeting 
January 18, recommending

mark of our past in St, 
Albert is the log church 
built in 1861 by Albert La- 
combe, OMI, There are few 
communities in Alberta who 
have an opportunity to pre- 
serve any distinguishing 
structure of their early his- 
tory,’’ said Mrs. Borgstede 
‘‘and unless St. Albert acts 
soon, We also will have noth= 
ing left.” 

In 1929, the Roman Cath- 
olic parish raised through 
public subscriptions funds to 
erect a brick shelter over 
the original log structure. 
The situation now is that 
the brick shelter is falling 
in upon the oldchurch, When 
the urgency of the matter 
became known a group of 
concerned citizens formed 
a committee which incor- 
porated as the St, Albert 
Historical Society, ‘Father 
Lacombe and his mission 
are now part of our history 
and in that sense, he belongs 
to all of us,’’ stated Mrs. 
Borgstede, The Historical 
Society has undertaken the 
task of preserving the La- 
sombe museum but, Mrs. 
Borgstede emphasized that 
the Society’s aims were to

School Bus Owners Set 
To Apprehend Thieves 


The loss of gasoline and 
equipment from school bus- 
es in St, Albert has become 
quite an issue during the 
past several months and has 
reached sufficient import- 
ance to provoke the owners 
of Reny Transport and PNA 
Transport to offer a $50 
reward for information 
leading to the conviction of 
the culprits. 

In an interview with the 
two owners, Adam Hauptman 
owner of PNA Transport 
and Reni Lafranchise, Reny 
Transport, it was learned 
that thefts over the past 
month alone amount to well 

‘over $500. Mr, Hauptman, 
owner of two school buses 
reports the loss of several 
tanks of gasoline, each worth 
about $8 plus the loss of fire 
extinguishers, fire axes, a 
battery and also reports that 
four tires, each worth about 
$125 were slashed, 

Mr, Lafranchise’s report 
is very similar, the only 
difference is that his losses 
are greater because he 
operates a fleet of eight 
buses. He told The Gazette 


Salesman: ‘I travelled as 
a salesman all summer and 
only received two orders,’’ 

Friend: ‘‘That’s too bad; 
what kind of orders were 
they?”’ 

“Get out! and stay out!’’

tween the PSS Board and its 
programs, In several in- 
stances PSS Board members 
or their spouses are involv- 
ed with, or serve on the 
executive of, PSS sponsored 
programs, I would behoove 
council to take this into 
consideration when appoint- 
ing members to the Beard, 
Objectiveness must be one 
of the prime criteria, 
Preventive Social Sere 
vices is an issue of impor- 
tance; if administered pro- 
perly it can add greatly to 
our community. It must not 
be allowed to interfere with 
existing programs and it 
must not be allowed to spend 
money just because funds 
are available and ‘‘only cost 
us 20 cents on the dollar.” 
St. Albert is not a deprived 
area but we do have a nume 
ber of citizens living on or 
below the poverty level. Let 
us seek out these people; 
to date PSS programs have 
involved mostly those people 
who are already well aware 
of what is available to them 
and how to go about getting 
it, 
I have decided not to seek 
a position on the PSS Board; 
I have sat as a member for 
18 months during which time 
I worked diiligently, Recent 
submissions to Council 
would indicate I have the 
support of many people, this 
I find gratifying, I have been 
charged with, and accused 
of, many things, none of 
which have been substantia~- 
ted. I have not lost interest 
in Preventive Social Ser- 
vices and intend to carry on 
with my ‘‘watch-dogging”’ 
of public funds, I have, hows 
ever, come tothe conclusion 
that I can be more effective 
off the Board than as ameme- 
ber and I wish to point out 
that this is my sole reason 
for not seeking an appoint- 
ment to the PSS Beard,’ 
After council had digested 
Mrs, Stibbe’s submission, 
Councillor John Bakker 
made a motion that the new 
edition of the PSS Beard be 
made up of an executive of 
seven members as per Mrs, 
Stibbe’s recommendation. 
Councillor John de Bruijn 
in speaking against the mo- 
tion, suggested that council 
refrain from creating a new 
PSS board for an undefined 
cooling-off period. Mr. de 
Bruijn elaborated by saying 
that in his view, PSS should 
be operated through town 
council and town staff inor- 
der to give council ample 
time to study the whole PSS 
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issue, Mr. de Bruijn expan- 
ded his opinion by saying 
that council must study the 
PSS question very carefully 
and hammer out an iron- 
clad bylaw before a new 
PSS board is appointed, 
‘thereby avoiding problems 
encountered in the past,’’ 

Mayor Ray Gibbon con- 
curred with Councillor de 
Bruijn’s suggestion while 
Councillor Rod Throndson 
agreed with Mr, Bakker’s 
motion to form a seven- 
member board immediately. 
The vote on the motioncame 
out 4 = 2 in favor of a 
seven-member board, Vote 
ing againgt the motion were 
Mayor Gibbon and Councill- 
or de Bruijn, 

Councillor John Bakker 
made another motion, this 
one requesting that council 
writes a letter.of acknow= 
ledgement and thanks to 
Mrs, Stibbe for her valu- 
able submission, That mo= 
tion was carried unani- 
mously,

Council Monday night 
agreed to assume $554 in 
liabilities incurred by the 
St. Albert Snowmobile As- 
sociation while it was in 
operation during the first 
part of the year. The motion 
was made by Councillor Bob 
Hudson and carried by a vote 
of 5 = 1, The vote indicates 
that council Monday night 
was short of one member, 
Councillor Frank Lukay and 
also shows that Councillor 
John Bakker is consisten- 
tly opposed to snowmobiles 
and anything allied to those 
pesky machines, 

Wally Semotiuk, amem- 
ber of the St, Albert Snow- 
mobile Association made the 
appeal for the funds in a 
prepared brief. Mr, Semo- 
tiuk explained to council that 
this sum of $554 related to 
purchases made by the assoe 
ciation for speed limit signs 
and snowmobile registration 
numbers plus other items 
required to keep the assoe

“Now that the Sturgeon 
River has been outlawed to 
us,'’ Mr, Semotiuk said, ‘‘we 
feel that town council should 
assume that portion of the 
liabilities the association 
was left with when Bylaw 
7/73 was ratified recently,”’ 

In qualifying this state. 
ment Mr. Semotiuk went on 
to say that the St, Albert 
Snowmobile Association had 
been led to believe that it 
would operate for the entire 
season before council de- 
cided to pass the bylaw, 
With that in mind, the asso- 
ciation went ahead to put 
its program in motion and 
thus incurred debts as it 
went along, 

“Tf we had been permitte- 
ed to continue with our 
plans,'’ Mr, Semotiuk said, 
“we could have managed 
our liabilities through the 
sale of memberships.’’ He 
concluded by saying that now 
it was almost impossible to 
sell memberships and so the 
debts incurred would have 
to be borne by five mem- 
bers of the executive, two 
of whom are from the one 
family, 

In making the motion, 
Councillor Hudson expres- 
sed the view that it would 
be unfair for town council 
to leave five members of 
the Snowmobile Association 
executive with the respon- 
sibility of this debt, since 
council legislation had ren- 
dered the snowmobilers 
seriously handicapped,

Councillor Rod Throndson 
opposed the motion because 
he felt that if the snowmo- 
bilers were bailed out of 
this debt they would then 
disband and leave St, Ale 
bert without a group to con- 
tinue with their work, Mr, 
Semotiuk told council that 
the $554 obligation would 
not hold the association to- 
gether, in fact he suggested 
that it may have the oppo- 
site effect. 

Mayor Ray Gibbon, in 
speaking to the motion, dis- 
agreed with Councillor Th- 
rondson’s theory. ‘‘I do not 
see how leaving the asso= 
ciation on: the hook with a 
$554 debt will keep them to- 
gether as a functioning 
unit,’? Mayor Gibbon said. 
Councillor John Bakker took 
up the debate by advancing 
a proposal that the snow- 
mobilers ought to make a 
request for a grant rather 
than expect council to pick 
up the tab, He further said 
that town council should not 
have to pay debts for any 
organization, regardless. 
“If we start doing this,’’ 
Councillor Bzukker said, 
‘‘we'll be deluged with de- 
ficit clairns from every lo- 
cal organization which fails 
to operate successfully.’’ In 
reply to Councillor Bakker’s 
views, Mr, Semotiuk told 
council, ‘‘you let us down 
and therefore we are now 
unable to operate and meet 
our obligations, ’’ 

Before the vote was calle 
ed, Councillor Myrna Fyfe 
spoke in favor of paying the 
$554 claim ‘because of 
council’s previous commit- 
ment.’’ Councillor John de 
Bruijn, while speaking on 
the motion expressed the 
view that the Snowmobile 
Association had done a good 
job instarting snowmobilers 
on a safety program and 
great strides were being 
made toward solving many

In the landscape project 
which won him the award, 
Mr. Koch used large verti- 
cal black timbers along with 
boulders to mark out park- 
ing areas, and effective em- 
ployment of aggregates 
(coarse sand and tree bark) 
in all shrub areas, Both are 
functional and both add to 
the asthetic appeal, The tim- 
bers making parking easier 
and lend beauty in winter 
when shrubbery has a lesser 
attraction. The aggregates 
slow evaporation and leave 
the shrub beds virtually 
maintenance free, A rather 
extensive use of creeping 
vines takes away from the 
harshness of the timbers, 
through lending them a suppe 
ortive base, and creepers 
also add interest to gravel 
areas, The Royal Bank pro- 
ject was completed late in 
1971 on 145 Street and 118 
Avenue, 

In the area of residential 
landscape design, Urban De- 
sign Associates were aware 
ded a first and second prize 
at the 1971 Parade of Homes 
in Calgary, when a Japanese 
garden design for a small 
area and an interior courte 
yard plan were included in 
Mr. Koch’s work, 

His firm does work in 
Edmonton, Calgary and Vane 
couver and Mr, Koch par- 
ticularly enjoys working 
with Highfield Development 
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Corporation of Edmonton 
Ltd., who are muchinteres- 
ted in the environmental as- 
pects ofdevelopment, ‘They 
average $30,000 an acre in 
landscape construction cost 
per client,’’ he said, 

Urban Design did the land- 
scaping of the industrial 
sub-division Richmond Exe- 
cutive Park in Vancouver 
for Highfield, and also for 
Canada Way = a two-storey 
office building with central 
courtyard in the Park, It is 
of interest to note that Rich- 
mond Executive Park was 
built on swamp land, using 
a sand-loaded base, in the 
interests of preserving arae 
ble land, and in addition it 
was built on the city’s peri- 
meter line, rather than the 
downtown core - reversing 
peak traffic flow pattern, 
It is a self-contained park 
with high calibre office buil- 
dings using 85 = 90 per cent 
of the space. 

Ernie Kock, who has no 
university training, has a 
passionate interest in all 
areas of design - landscape, 
homes, office buildings, in- 
terior design, furniture de- 
sign, and for a hobby he 
turns to dress design and 


jewellery. 
His firm did a number 
of office layouts on the 


Boardwalk, the fountain at 
the Royal Alexandra Hos- 
pital, numerous lobby ine 
teriors, His use of berms 
(soil hills) in the landscape 
design of Garneau Tower in 
1964 was a first in western 
Canada. The planted soil 
hills separate traffic area 
from private patios in this 
development. 


He specializes in struc- 
ture landscaping and likes 
to mnake imaginative use of 
vertical timber walls, 
screens, large planters and 
trellises, 

Mr. Koch is outspokenly 
critical of Edmonton down- 
town buildings surrounded 
by a mass of concrete, even 
in areas where there is 
plenty of room for excellent 
environmental landscape 
design, 

Before coming to Canada 
in 1954, Ernie Koch studied 
horticulture in a college 
similar to the one in Olds 
and he worked three years in 
Oshawa as a horticulturist 
with a private landscape 
company, He moved to Ede 
monton in 1957 and spent 
21 years with the City Parks 
and Recreation Department, 
A study he did on 8,000 acres 
in the Edmonton river 
valley, including prelimin- 
ary and final zoning he con- 
siders the most worthwhile 
job he has ever done, and it 
led to the elimination of the 
Whitemud freeway plan, he 

Questioned about his lack 
of formal training, Mr. Koch 
said, “many people come 
through the school of doing 
first - including men like 


Frank Lloyd Wright and 
Beurle Marx, 

The Koch’s have a daugh- 
ter Susan - interested in 
animation design who has at 
the age of 12 earned some 
money at it, and a son Rob

Speaking to the Quebec 
PC Association the evening 
before the federal budget 
was presented, Robert Stan- 
field-said - ‘‘The problem 
of inflation must be dealt 
with now and in the future 
by means that do not create 
aigh levels of unemploy- 
ment . . . by means that do 
not allow such levels of 
unemployment to persist in- 
definitely. The old fashioned 
simplistic method of indis- 
criminately slowing down 
the economy to counter in-« 
flation is totally discredited 
This approach is not only 
damaging to individuals, it 
is disastrous in its effects 
on the entire social fabric 
of the country.’’ 

Over 680,000 of our people 
are out of work, The cost 
of living in Canadahas risen 
to an almost unbearable 
level - particularly for those 
who are living on low or 
fixed incomes, such as pen- 
Sioners, the poor, those on 
welfare. Over half of the 
increase in Canada’s cost of 
living is due to the high price 
of food. 

In other words, Canadians 
are suffering because of two

Valuation Day Appraisers 


Must Be Checked - Hackett “tbh 


Re-issued by W. O. Kiatt, 
District Agriculturist 

The head of the Alberta 
Department of Agriculture’s 
Farm Management Branch, 
Bruce Hackett, strongly ad- 
vises farmers to check the 
qualifications of people off- 
ering to do Valuation Day 
appraisals, Some are quali- 
fied -- some are not, he 
says, 

There are professional 
accredited appraisers who 
value farm property, all of 
whom carry acard issued by 
the Appraisal Institute of 
Canada, Anyone is at liberty 
to ask to see this card, If 
in doubt about an individual 
or firm, check with your 
Better Business Bureau. 
Mr, Hackett also suggests 
getting a written price quo- 
tation before deciding to 
have an appraisal done and 
that you make sure the ine 
formation will be what is 
required and of sufficient 
quality to be useful as a 
valuation, 

The Valuation Day list of 
assets and their estimated 
fair market value should not 
be submitted to the Depart- 
ment of National Revenue, 
This department will NOT 
certify the values now, but 
will be interested in them 
when the property is sold. 
In the meantime, the list and 
supporting evidence should 
be kept in a safe place, 

There are several guides 
to the valuation of farm 
assets available which a fare 
mer can use to prepare his 
own appraisal, The type of 
information needed topre- 
pare a property valuation 
includes the cultivated ace 
reage, the type of soil, toe 
pography, type of crops and 
yields, water supply, dise 
tance from a commercial 
development, types and 
values of buildings, the date 
the farm was purchased and 
its original purchase price, 
The value of comparable 
farms in the area that have 
been sold recently should 
also be recorded. 

Mr. Hackett says the most 
important part of this type 
of appraisal is to obtain, 
record and keep sufficient 
information about your farm 
to substantiate the use you 
were making of the property 
on Valuation Day and the 
value you placed on it at 
that time. 

Property valuation bee 
came necessary when the 
tax on capital gains was 


included in the new Income 
Tax Act. The act requires 
that a value be placed on 


capital property that was 
owned on December 31,

Well documented re- 
search in Western Canada 
has shown that weeds are 
responsible for greater eco- 
nomic losses in rapeseed 
crops than any other pro- 
duction hazard. Infact, many 
reliable authorities have 
stated losses from weeds 
are greater than those from 
disease, insects and all 
other hazards combined, 

Although research has 
also shown that rape com- 
petes well with weeds, when 
compared with a number of 
other crops, the Canada 
Weed Committee research 
reports, on studies carried 
out in Western Canada dure 
ing 1970, 1971 and 1972, 
provide plenty of evidence 
that the chemical removal 
of weeds gives very signi- 
ficant and economical yield 
increases, 

The head of the Alberta 
Department of Agriculture’s 
Weed Control Branch, W. 
Lobay, says that Treflan,

Avadex BW and Carbynewill 
all control wild oats inrape= 
seed crops. Treflan and 
Avadex BW are both pree 
plant herbicides which can 
be applied in either the 
spring or the fall, Carbyne 
is a posteemergence chem-= 
ical which should be applied 
when the majority ofthe wild 
oats are in the two-leaf 
stage. 

Treflan, TCA and dalapon 
all control green foxtail in 
rapeseed, This weed is be- 
coming of increasing econd= 
mic concern in many parts 
of the province. 

Although there are still 

problems with broad-leaf 
weeds inrape crops, Treflan 
will control lamb’s quar= 
ters, redroot pigweed, wild 
buckwheat, Russian thistle 
and chickweed. The post- 
emergence herbicide, Tok/ 
RM, controls annuals like 
lamb’s quarters, redroot 
pigweed and smartweed if 
applied when the weeds are 
in the early true-leaf stage. 
Benazolin, another post- 
emergence herbicide, is 
mainly used for controlling 
wild mustard in rapeseed but 
it also suppresses the 
growth of lamb’s-quarters, 
redroot pigweed, and wild 
buckwheat, At present, cost 
is one of the limiting factors 
in its wide-scale use, 

Some reports indicate that 
both nitrofen and benazolin 
depress the growth of clea- 
vers in rape, but will not 
eliminate it. Since herbie 
cides like 2,4-DP, MCPP, 
dicamba mixtures, and line 
uron plus 2,4-D have given 
effective control ofcleavers 
in barley, they should be 
used in this crop if the 
same land is to be planted 
to rapeseed the following 


problem in rape crops be= 
cause its seed is the same 
size as that of rapeseed and 
difficult to remove, 

Since it has been well 
established that rape per- 
forms best when grown on 
fallowed land, Mr, Lobay 
strongly advised farmers 
who willbe growingthis crop 
in 1973 to seriously consider 
planting it on last year’s 
summerfallow. He points out 
that there are more herbi- 
cides that can be used to 
control weeds, particularly 
the broad-leaf types, incer- 
eals than there are that can 
be used on rapeseed crops,

How much did you gain 
over the holiday season? Ale 
most everyone I’ve talked to 
hag gained at least a few 
pounds, And for those of us 
under 5’ 3’’ even a ‘‘few”’ 
pounds can be a disaster!
